1 . My name is Paul M. Booth. 

2. I am an attorney at Heller Ehrman White & McAuliffe LLP ("Heller Ehrman"). 

3. I represent applicants in the above-captioned patent application ("the instant 
application"). 

4. A diligent effort was made to find, or reach, Inventor Shui-on Leung (also known 
as Shawn Leung), and a bona fide attempt made to present a copy of the application papers in the 
instant application (specification, including claims, drawings, and oath or declaration) to him for 
signature, as described below. 

5. Ms. Tatiana Brener of Immunomedics, Inc., attempted to contact Inventor Leung 
via e:mail on August 25, 2004, requesting that he verify a facsimile number so that she could 
provide him with a copy of a Declaration and a Power of Attorney form in the above-referenced 
application. The e:mail was sent to Inventor Shui-on Leung's e:mail address at the Hong Kong 
Institute of Biotechnology, Ltd. (hereinafter "the Institute") where it was believed that Inventor 
Leung was then an employee. See e:mail correspondence from Ms. Brener to Inventor Shui-on 
Leung dated August 25, 2004. Ms. Brener also informed Inventor Shui-on Leung that she would 
attempt to contact him by phone if she did not receive a reply from him soon. The e:mail was 
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returned as undeliverable. See e:mail correspondence from Ms. Brener to Inventor Shui-on 
Leung returned as undeliverable on August 25, 2004. 

6. Ms. Brener then contacted Walter Ho, the Managing Director of the Institute via 
email requesting that Mr. Ho either forward her e:mail of August 25, 2004 to Inventor Leung, or 
to provide her with Inventor Leung's contact information. See e:mail correspondence from Ms. 
Brener to Walter Ho dated August 26, 2004. Mr. Eidy Wong, Walter Ho's assistant responded on 
August 29, 2004, stating that Inventor Shui-on Leung had left the Institute in early 2003, but 
added that he had already forwarded Ms. Brener's undeliverable e:mail of August 25, 2004 to 
Inventor Shui-on Leung's personal e:mail address. See e:mail correspondence from Eidy Wong 
to Ms. Brener dated August 29, 2004. 

7. Ms. Brener obtained Inventor Shui-on Leung's address and phone number in the 
United States from a Switchboard/White Pages internet site. See e:mail correspondence from 
Walter Ho to Ms. Brener dated August 29, 2004. Ms. Brener sent a letter via U.S. Postal Service 
Certified Mail to Inventor Leung's address in Porte Liberte, Jersey City, New Jersey, requesting 
that he verify his current address so that she could mail him the application papers with regard to 
the above-referenced application. Ms. Brener conveyed the urgency of the matter to Inventor. 
See letter from Ms. Brener to Inventor Shui-on Leung dated August 26, 2004. This letter was 
returned to Ms. Brener as "not deliverable as addressed." See U.S. Postal Service Certified Mail 
Receipt date stamped August 27, 2004. 

8. Inventor Leung filed a United States Patent Application (published as 
20030040606 that listed applicant's representative as Dr. Albert Chan of the Law Offices of 
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Albert Wai-kit Chan, LLC in Whitestone, New York. Ms. Brener then contacted Dr. Albert 
Chan See e:mail of Tatiana Brener to Pamela Hall and Paul Booth, dated September 2, 2004. 
Inventor Shui-on Leung had also instructed Immunomedics on July 10, 2004, to forward any 
documents in a related patent application to the Law Offices of Albert Chan. See Letter from 
Inventor Shui-on Leung to Trish Merwin, dated July 10, 2004. 

9. After speaking with an employee at the Law Office, Ms. Brener sent the 
application papers in the above-referenced application for Inventor Shui-on Leung to sign to the 
Law Offices of Albert Chan on September 2, 2004 via facsimile. As no response was received 
by September 7, 2004, Ms. Brener followed up with a phone call to the Law Offices, and 
subsequently sent an eimail to Albert Chan on Septmber 7, 2004, requesting that he review the 
application papers in the above-referenced application and have Inventor Leung execute them as 
soon as possible. See eimail of Tatiana Brener to Albert Chan, dated September 7, 2004. 
However, after nearly a week, no response was received. 

10. Ms. Brener then contacted Albert Chan's office on September 13, 2004, and 
September 15, 2004, and subsequently faxed the application papers in the above-referenced 
application to Albert Chan on September 15, 2004. See Copy of facsimile of Tatiana Brener to 
Albert Chan, dated September 15, 2004. On September 16, 2004, Ms. Brener sent a letter to 
Inventor Shui-on Leung, care of Albert Chan, enclosing the relevant application papers in the 
above-referenced application for Inventor Shui-on Leung to sign. See Letter from Tatiana Brener 
to Inventor Shui-on Leung, dated September 16, 2004. 
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1 1 . Inventor Leung responded on September 24, 2004, requesting that he be provided 
with a copy of the above-referenced application to review for factual accuracies before he would 
sign the application papers. See Letter from Inventor Shui-on Leung to Tatiana Brener, dated 
September 24, 2004. Inventor Leung did not provide a return address, but informed Ms. Brenner 
to send correspondence and related information to Albert Chan. 

12. In response to Inventor Leung's letter, Ms. Brener sent a copy of the above- 
referenced application, an Assignment, and a Power of Attorney to Inventor Shui-on Leung, care 
of Albert Chan, on September 27, 2004. See Letter from Tatiana Brener to Inventor Shui-on 
Leung, dated September 27, 2004. No response was received from Inventor Shui-on Leung. 

13. As a deadline to file the Declaration and Assignment in the above-referenced 
application was approaching , Ms. Brener again sent a copy of the above-referenced application, 
an Assignment, and a Power of Attorney to Inventor Shui-on Leung, care of Albert Chan, on 
November 5, 2004. Ms. Brener emphasized the urgency of the matter. See Letter from Tatiana 
Brener to Inventor Shui-on Leung, dated November 5, 2004. 

14. Inventor Leung responded on November 8, 2004 stating that Immunomedics 
should take care of any billing expenses being charged by Albert Chan, and that "this matter 
should be taken care of before he would spend any time on the issue." See Letter from Inventor 
Shui-on Leung to Tatiana Brener, dated November 8, 2004. Inventor Shui-on Leung also 
demanded that he obtain "all documents of applications of which the factual accuracies had not 
been reviewed" by him "before he was asked to endorse in . . . [his] letter dated 24 September 
2004." Inventor Shui-on Leung also stated that "[s]uch requests are all fair and proper requests 
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that should have been addressed before . . .[his] signatures were demanded." Id. Inventor Shui- 
on Leung also stated that no further correspondence was to be sent to Albert Chan., and that he 
would provide information as to where the mail should be delivered. Id. However, no return 
address was provided. 

15. No further correspondence was received from Inventor Shui-on Leung concerning 
where future correspondence was to be delivered. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true, and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further, that these 
statements are made with the knowledge that willful false statements, and the like so made, are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001, Title 18 of the United States 
Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issuing thereon.
